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2017 Bill Introduction Highlights

Rep. Aquino has infroduced over 30 bills
this year relating to tfransportation, state
facility needs in Waipahu and other com-
munity needs. Here are some bills to look
out for this session:

HB724- Increases the fines for violations of
operating a vehicle while under the influ-
ence of an intoxicant

HB731- Appropriates funds for capital im-
provement projects for the benefit of the
38th Representative District.

HB902- Appropriates general funds for 6.0
FTE positions for the UH Pamantasan
Council to promote access and diversity,
including for programs and policies relat-
ed to Philippine courses and Filipino stu-
dents.

HB653- Appropriates funds as a grant-in-
aid to the Honolulu Prosecuting Attorney
to maintain and expand the weed and
seed strategy, which is a collaborative
effort to reclaim, restore, and rebuild
communities.

HB1260- Requires county and municipal
planning organizations to incorporate
fransportation mode share targets into
county and municipal plans.

Members of the public who are seeking the services of an attorney may call, fax or email the Ha-
waii State Bar Association (HSBA) LRIS staff. After assessing the issues or concerns of the individual, the
individual is given the names and contact information of two attorneys.

The attorneys on the LRIS panel are screened prior to being placed on the panel for liability insur-
ance, past or pending disciplinary action, and subject matter specialization.
